TILE BUBONTC PLAGUE IN BOMBAT.- 
Hombay, Sept. 28.—Regarding the plague 
‘ist the Bombuy azette ani othera 
taku a mcre optimistic viow of things, the 
Times of India, in # leading article, says, 
‘so far as it hus been able to gathor 
from nuyerous enquiries, the fover is 
none other than the ‘ bubonic plaguo,' and 
no good purpose can be served by hair. 
splitting or unjustifiable scepticism. 

Owing ta the outbreak of the -plague in 
Bombay, the medical authorities in Colom: 
bo have resolved to_place ull veasols arriv- 
ing from Bombay ‘under, special inspection. 

‘The daily mortality in Bombay from the 
plague is estimated at from fifteen to 
twenty.” Tho doctors cunsider the plagua 
is due to tho filthy condition of the drain] 

Catentta, Sept. 30,—The plague at Bom- 
bay continues mildly. The Government 
have appointed a Committee to enquire 
into the outbreak.” - Dr Simpson, the 
Health Officer of, Calcutta, issued a warn- 
ing t» honssholdars reyarding the preven- 
tion of thu plague. Méasures.have also 
been taken in, Madras tg avoid infection, 
although the circulars state that there is no- 
occasion for public alarm. : 

Bombay, September 3U.--To-day most of 
the members of the Standing Committee of 
the Corporation drove through the infected 
district. before attending the corporation 
meeting. : 

The number of cases which proved fatal 
during the twenty-four hours ending Jast 
night was fourteen. Thre deaths are ro- 
ported to-day.
